LIFE'S FITFIX FEVER 
ENDED. 

Elder Philip S. Fall Having 
Passed Four Score Years 
and Ten, Gently Falls 
Asleep. 




About 12 o'clock on Tuesday night 
Rev. Philip S. Fall, the venerable 
servant of God, gently and sweetly 
passed from earth to the glorious be- 
yond, after a long life Bpent in the 
faithful service of the Master. His 
death was the result of a cold taken 
about two weeks ago at the cemetery, 
whither he went to visit the grave of 
his wife. He was only confined to 
bed about ten days, and it seemed for 
a time that his remarkably vigorous 
constitution would triumph over dis- 
ease, but his strength and vitality 
failed and it soon became evident to 
him that his end was near. He await- 
ed the coming of the messenger to 
call him home with calm resignation, 
and his mind was perfectly clear to 
the last. Through Rev. George Dar- 
Bie he sent a message of love to the 
congregation of the Christian Church 
on Sunday morning; he selected the 
same passage of Scripture which was 
read at his wife's funeral several 
years ago to be read at his funeral, 
and requested that the obsequies be 
postponed for three days after his 
death, that his friends might be given 
an opportunity to see how he last ap- 
peared in life. 

No man was ever more beloved by 
his Church, his friends and the com- 
munity generally than was Mr. Fall. 
Contemporary and co-laborer with 
Alexander Campbell, he was one of the 
founders of the Christian Church, and 
his life was devoted to its upbuilding. 

Mr. Fall was born on the 8th of Sep- 
tember, 1798, in Brighton, England. 
He came to Kentucky in the autumn 
of 1817, then in his nineteenth year. 
He had received excellent educational 
advantages, and soon after locating 



in this State he established an Acad- 
emy near this city. His early relig- 
ious training had been that of an Epis- 
copalian, but in 1818he united with the 
Baptist Church and in December of 
the following year he was licensed as 
a minister of that denomination, and 
in 1820 was ordained. In 1821 he mar- 
ried Miss Annie Bacon, daughter of a 
distinguished citizen of this county, 
and in the autumn of that year, and 
during the following year, he visited 
Louisville at frequent intervals in the 
interest of the small Baptist Church 
then existing in that city, and in Jan- 
uary, 1823, he accepted its pastorate. 
In 1826 he removed to Nashville, 
Tenn., where he accepted a chair in 
the then celebrated Female Academy, 
and at the same time became pastor 
of a newly established but influential 
Baptist Church. Here he labored for 
five and a half years. His health hav- 
ing become very poor, Mr. Fall now 
returned to Kentucky, settling upon 
an estate he had purchased near this 
city. Here he established the Female 
Eclectic Institute, which heconducted 
with great success for twenty years; 
then he removed the Institute to this 
city where it was prosperously main- 
tained for six years. During these 
twenty-six continuous years as an ed- 
ucator Mr. Fall was also engaged in 
preaching, and that, too, without 
pecuniary compensation. 

In 1832 Mr. Fall, having withdrawn 
from the Baptist Church, organized 
the Christian Church in this city, 
the original members numbering only 
seven; of those seven he was the last, 
and the status of the Christian Church 
of Frankfort, as it is to-day in point 
of membership, attendance, church 
edifice, etc., bespeak the fact that the 
seed sown in 1832 did not find a rest- 
ing place upon barren ground. 

In 1857 the congregation of Christ 
in Nashville earnestly desired and 
sought for his pastoral services. His 
inclinations, rather than his interests, 
prompted him to yield to tbe solicita. 
tions of the church, for whose welfare 
he labored for nineteen years. Then 
at the age of seventy-eight, he re- 
ilgned and returned to his old home, 
but for the past three years he had 
lived here in the city. Occasionally 
the venerable old man has preached 
since coming here, his last sermon 
having been delivered last September 
on the occasion of his 93d birthday. 

The remains were taken to the 
Christian Church Wednesday, where 
they lay in Btate until yesterday 
morning, and were viewed by scores 
of those who loved him in life. The 
funeral took place yesterday morning 
at 11 o'clock, the services being con- 
ducted by Revs. George Darsie and 
Thus. N. Arnold.
